Friends and Comrades 

Honourable Speaker and the House, we have just completed the most intense election 
period that the country has seen since the first elections in 1994. This round of elections 
has proved that democracy is alive and maturing in South Africa. 

Firstly, may I take this opportunity to thank the people of South Africa and all the political 
parties for participating in these elections and for conceding and accepting the outcome of 
the contest honourably without cascading the country into chaos due to disgruntlement 
about the elections results as we have seen recently in some SADC countries. 

As the African National Congress, we accept the mandate of the people with humility and 
thank the nation for the trust they bestowed upon us. We accept our victory out of this 
election event with absolute humility and with no triumphalism over the parties that lost and 
will continue to seek to work on the basis of multi-partisanship and consensus with them for 
the betterment of the lives of the people of our country. 

Secondly, may I congratulate President Jacob Zuma on his inauguration into the highest 
seat in the land as President of the Republic of South Africa and that we are looking 
forward to a productive five years which will catapult the country out of the current global 
economic crunch and into a growth trajectory that will assist in resolving the poverty trap 
that our people are in. 

Thirdly, may I congratulate all MP’s and MPL’s and wish them successful governance over 
the next five years and that they provide support for the new Presidency, Cabinet, Premiers 
and Excos across the land. 

Fourthly, may I congratulate all Premiers and in particular Cde. Muareen Modiselle for her 
ascension into the position of Premier of the North West Province as well as all the Exco 
Members. We await their guidance and support to our programmes at local government 
level and we pledge our support towards successful service delivery to our people in the 
province. 
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Honourable Speaker, President Jacob Zuma has introduced the dictates of the new 
Election Manifesto of the African National Congress into the sphere of government. We 
have seen how extensively this new Manifesto has influenced the Strategic Plan of 
government resulting in the restructuring of Cabinet into the new structure of Ministries for 
effective service delivery. 

Of importance in this regard, is the inclusivity of President Jacob Zuma’s Cabinet wherein 
all parties and groupings see themselves represented and thereby ensuring stability, 
national unity and national cohesion contributing to the process of nation building over the 
next five years. 

We are inspired by these momentous and historic developments in our country at the 
national level and wish to extend the same spirit of reconciliation and nation building 
between and among ourselves by pursuing consensus on all matters deliberated in your 
House, Honourable Speaker. 

We are sitting in this Council Chamber during a very important month in the African 
calendar of events wherein the month of May is celebrated as Africa Month, the month in 
which the Organisation of African Union was established on 25**^ May 1963. The African 
Union (AU), the successor of the OAU, Chaired by His Excellency Brother Leader 
Muammar Gaddafi, continues to deepen the integration of the continent through vigorous 
programmes such as NEPAD to advance the African development agenda. 

Honourable Speaker, Council is experiencing labour unrest due to administrative concerns. 
We are fully aware as the Leadership of this Council of the inconvenience our stakeholders 
are experiencing as a result of the strike. We are however in constant engagement with 
labour movement with the intention of resolving the impasse. We are hopeful that this 
matter will soon be resolved. 

Honourable Speaker, contrary to what our detractors are saying, the new Manifesto does 
not deviate from generally established policies of the ANC over the last fifteen years. 
Instead, it seeks to provide focus on five priority pillars of issues that emerged from an 
extensive consultative process with the people of South Africa which are, (1) decent work 
and sustainable livelihoods; (2) education; (3) health; (4) rural development, land and 
agrarian reform; (5) crime. 

We await the results of the current first sitting of the Cabinet Lekgotla which started on the 
26*'^ May 2009 which will provide more detailed directions on the service delivery agenda to 
be driven by the new Ministries. We expect the new directives to have an influence in our 
overall strategic thrust and we undertake to inform your house, Honourable Speaker, as 
and when these changes occur. 

I will not rewrite the IDP in my presentation because it is available in detail. I will also not 
dwell on the highlights and the successes of the outgoing year because those will be 
provided in the report of the last quarter of 2009 to Council. 
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Today, the focus will be on the current challenges facing us as a municipality drawing from 
the critical inputs that people gave us during the electioneering period as well as 
information from the lmbizo processes. We will put before you the elements of our plan and 
the distribution of the resources for the new financial year. 

I will deliberate on the budget process overview and where appropriate I will also deliberate 
on key policy questions and their strategic socio-politico-economic and programmatic 
implications for the municipality and our constituencies. 

Compilation of the 2009/10 budget is based on MFMA Circular number 48, the MFMA and 
previous guidelines from National Treasury. The budget is also informed by the Budget 
Review 2009, the Division of Revenue Bill of 2009 as well as SALGA Circular 4/2008. 


In compiling this budget, we have also taken the local economic situation as well as the 
prevailing unemployment rate in the region into account. The fact that the municipal area is 
mainly rural coupled with the current economic climate has a negative impact on the cash- 
generating ability of the municipality. The impact of the current economic crisis cannot be 
ignored in determining the debt collection rate. 

It should also be mentioned that the need for municipal services is increasing due to the 
construction and expansion of the low-cost housing provided by government as well as the 
increasing private sector provision of affordable housing in Mafikeng. 

Based on the projected inflation rate, salaries were supposed to increase by 6.5%, but the 
salary bill for 2009/2010 was increased by 15% in an effort to cater for the wage curve. It is 
uncertain at the moment what the effect of the wage curve will be once negotiations for 
implementation of the SALGA Circular 4/2008 (dated 25/02/2009) are completed and the 5- 
year agreement is reached. 

According to MFMA Circular No.48, the forecast headline inflation (CPI) as underpinned by 
the national 2009 budget is estimated at 5.4% for 2009/10 financial year. 

No increase was factored in with respect to assessment rates for 2009/2010 for the 
2009/10 since the municipality has not finalised objections lodged by the public in response 
to the implementation of the Municipal Property Rates Act. 

An approved schedule of key deadlines was approved and followed in the preparation of 
the budget. The process also included consultation and discussions with internal 
stakeholders such as the various directorates as led by the relevant Section 57 managers. 
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The 2009/10 Budget is based on the following assumptions:

The budget processes began during November 2008 where requests from departments 
for operating and capital activities where made and consolidated to form this 
budget.Consultations with the directorates to refine and revise were made.On the 31st 
March as per Council resolution A.24.03.2009 Council noted both reviewed I.D.P, 
Operating and Capital budget. 

Subsequently further engagements with Portfolios of diferent directorates, Provincial and 
National Treasuries and communities of four clusters were made.The total operating 
expenditure for 2009/2010 R309 783 725 and Revenue is R360 380 650, the nett surplus 
of R50 596 925 will be utilised to finance the capital budget in order to reduce 
depandancy on borrowing.
